Indian Affairs. 



Most poi-Hons anust have long einco 
despaired of fiiuling either fair play or 
tnithfulnoHH in the coluiiiuH of our 
. local contemporary, llic woelc before 
'* last it received an important couinuuii- 
cation on Indian affairw froiu the llov. 
Father Grandidior, a devoted Honian 
Catholic ]\[isaiouary laboring umong; 
tho native tribes of tlio Okana.s^an 
country. The letter containH an able 
and exhansLive exposition of tho con- 
dition and wants of the Indians and an 
earnest and manly appeal for their 
. rights, conveying at the same time a 
faithful warning of the probable conse- 
quences of continuing to disregard the 
rights and just demands of these peo- 
-pie. The letter states in the plainest 
terms possible that the sole grievance 
ia the refusal of the Provincial Gov- 
, ^rnmenfc to allow more than 20 acres 
. ' of land for each family, whereas the 
Indians demand SO. "This," say» 
Father Grandidier, "they have asked 
from the Indiam Commissioncn-. They 
are anxious to obtain no money, nor 
any other compensation will the}' ac- 
cept in its stead." Eeforriny to the 
possible consenuencos of a persistent 
disrofjard of the just demands of the 
Inrliiuis.Lho reverend goiilleman .snys. 
"But if tlie Indians are persistently 
xefused their demands, if tlioy are de- 
prived of their paiehes of laud without 
any hope of redress from llic proper 
authorities, their dissatisfaction will 
increase, meetings chall he held again, 
as they have been, about their grievan- 
" ces, until they come to an understand- 
ing, the end of whioh I am afraid to 
foresee. We may have very serious 
disturbances, -which it might be im- 
possible to suppress, except at the 
cost of human life, and a lai'ge expen- 
diture of money, as our past experi- 
ence has taught us with the Chillicoateu 
Indians. And there was only a hand- 
ful of men, whilst the present dissatis- 
faction pervades all the tribes living 
amongst the whites." Now, one 
would naturally have thought that the 
known position and undoubted right of 
the author to be heard on tho subject, 
taken in connection with tho very im- 
portant nature of the communications 
therein made, would have oatiiled that 
letter to prompt attention. So far 
from that, liowever, it was suppressed 
for a whole woelr, and when at last 
pressure compelled its publiuatiun, it 
came out in the most obscure part of 
the paper, under the followiiiL;- caption : 
. — "Parsomiug(Par.simony?) and short- 
sightedness of the Dominion Govern- 
luent." It cannot be suj^posod that 
our contemporary was ignorant of the 
fact that the Provincial Government 
have sole control of the public Inuds; 
neither will we do it the unjustice of 
assuming that it was ignorant of the 
contest which has been going on dur- 
ing tho past eighteen months between 
the two Governments respecting the 
acreage to be allowed to Indians. 
In fact it could not but have known 
that tlie Dominion (lovernment have 
contended in the stoutest niauner fora 
more liberal laud iiolicy towards the 
Indians (jf this Province, and that iho 
dogged resistance of the Fid- 
vincial (iovernmeut lias really 
been the chief cause of delays 
which have contributed so largely 
towards a condition -which all right- 
thinlring persons must deplore and 
wliieh may yet result more sei iou.sly 
than one likes to think, for it must ba 
borne in mind that tho case of the l u- 
dinns in the Okanagan country, so ably 
l)ut by Father (Irandidier, is a repre- 
sentative one. It will Ijc quite unne- 
fCessary, under the circuinstauccs, for 
lis to sto]) to eliaraclei'i:'.(^ llie cijiuluct 
of our local colli (Muponiry in w it liliold- 
mg tho important communication as 
•.long as it dai-ed, and then placing over 
it a false accusation, -with the hope of 
Hcreening its guilty masters by throw- 
ing the blame ujwui the Diuninion 
(Tovoniiiieiit . Hid, after all, this is no 
unoomiuon oc;cni'n;n(U'. The or/(an lias 
recourse to similar tricks almost daily 
• m ils' futile attempts to protect its nnis- 
ters from merited public censure, in 
another column will be found a letter 
'from the Indian ( 'ommissioner, which 
wo give the advantage' (jf our w iiU-r 
cirbulation.

GENEBAL NEWS. 

So much of the duet brought down on 
the Otter was in private hands that tho 
amount can only be estimated. It is safe, 
however, to value it at over Iwo hundred 
thousand dollars. The reports from the 
mines are as usual confliotiug; some think 
the country will turn out very well; 
others, the reverse. A mile of McDane's 
Creek ht^s been proved to be fairly rich, 
and there are rumors of another discove- 
ry. Altogether the prospects for next 
season are not unfavorable.

«n.iblc thi-ir aiiiiuals to piMu-t-ud at all. In 
«pito oi i'\ ri-;. I li i iig, hd \v.'\ I'l-, tli' V ccn- 
tiuued their j^iuriiey until thry rt-ai-lu'd a 
Jake surrounded by high mountains, when 
Ending it impossible to proeced and the 
ouimals unable to pack their loads on tho 
return trip, they abandoned their cai gu 
and hurried back to tho h'orlis. 'rin-n,' 
■wero throe trains in company, belonging 
to the following: Thos. If ulchinson, i'liit 
Grinder and Alec, Ijuri.ett. Tho Indians 
at Kispyox wsre troublesome, and even 
shot at Burnett and one of the others: 
theyjalso robbed the trains of flour, dc - 
manding pay for [lassing tJirougli tln- ir 
country.

Editou Standard: — In your issue of 
yesterday nioriiiiig, "An urgent uiul 
able ajipoiil on behalf of the Miiiiilaiul 
Indians by a Catholic prioiit" in pub- 
lished under the heading, "Parsimony 
and shortsigliLedaes.s of the Dominion 
Govern iiieut." 

Tho attentive reader of Uio able let- 
ter referred to would ut once recog- 
nize the serious error in iinpiUing any 
blame wliatevor to the Doiuiiiion 
Government. Unfortunately for the 
truthfulness of yo'\ir assertion (for I 
iniglit inmgine tho houdingto be yours 
and not Griuididiot's,) aiul tlio .sup- 
prcHsion of Indian conipl.ainLs in re- 
gard to IsiikIb — which, 1 iun .soriy to 
add, arc beooming now of daily occur- 
rence, — the Local and not the Domin- 
ion Government has, by the Teims of 
Union, exclusive control of lands and 
are only bound to give "tracts of land 
of auoh extent a« it lias Ijitherlo been 
the practice of the Jjritish Columbia 
Ciovornment to appropriate for that 
purpose." Now as no particular basis 
of acreage was "practised" so far as I 
am aware, in laying oil' reserves — 
some containing an excess of land, aud 
by far tho greater number of them a 
lamoutablo detieioncy, it was highly 
requisite that a certain aud "uniform" 
quantity to be allotted to each Indian 
family, should be decided upon as in 
other Provinces of Canada. The Do- 
minion Govorumeut asked eighty 
acres; the Local Government linally 
agreed to give twenty, which was ac- 
cepted, beoauae it was thought that by 
allotting to each Indian family this 
quantity and allowing any Indian who 
evinced a capability of cultivating 
more, tho right of pre-emption, ("not 
enjoyed in other Provinces"), 2U acres 
would bo sufficient. 

Again, as you ascribe tlie complaint 
of Father Grandidier to the "parsi- 
mony" of the Dominion Governmout,! 
feel it my (Itity to state that I was an- 
tiiori/.cd ;il coiisideraMo dxiieaso to 
survey all Indian resci-vcs v.-itli a \ iew | 
to a di\isi(ni of l!ie same inti) twenty- j 
aero allutnieuts. it is uw iug tu tlie | 
fact that the Local ( iovernnient has I 
lately declined to consider this basis 
of acreage as applicable to existing re- 
serves tliat these Jmliau surveys -- 
otherwise so satisfactory to the natives 
concerned — have been stopped, al- 
though liberal provision had been 
inaile to liave them proceeded with iiii- 
lil cmiiiiloto. In other respects, tn.>, 
tho 1 Idiiiiniiju ( iiiVcruiiR'iit has always 
evinced a desire to lie iimst liberal in 
any expenditurcb jiroposed for the 
benefit of tho aborigines of this Pro- 
vinces, but I am compelled to add my 
sincere conviction tliut no gnnerosity 
en tlu'ir part will be satisfuctory to Ihe 
Indians referred toby heather (rraiidi 
dier so long as they arc treated with 
such gros.s injustice in i-e;,fard to their 
lands, and beg to state tbnt, witliout 
redress in this respect, 1 have not a 
doubt (if increased dissatisfaction 
which may ultimately lead to ihe ]iid- 
spoidivc caliiniitics so iiilidligeiitly pro- 
liliecied in the letlei' relVrrcil to. and 
which no public jioliey on the ]iart of 
the Dominion Government can avert.

Farmiug from Lyttou to Cache Crook 
13 very limited, in fact to Jack of Clubs 
not more than 200 acres all told, if even 
that can bo seen. Mr. Cornwall may 
liave in about 2 to three hundred aoros, 
and from Cacho Creek, to Clinton 

000 to 000 acres more may bo seen it is 
hay, oats, wheat aud barley. From Cache 
Creek outwards towards the Kamloops 
tho cultivated lands cannot bo seen from 
the waggon-road; from Clinton to Mr. 
Bates, or as it is termed the 150 mile 
Post post Eac L^'Maoho, tho country is 
postoral, 5 or t! farm houses are to bo saen 
along this long ride. Here and thero are 
largo Holds of oat.s and hay. The view 
from Bute )' hotel stoop -is very grand; a 
valley to the right for about ten miles in 
length by 1 mile wide, whioh encloses 
Williams Lake; in front anot'.ier v.illey 
of considerable extent partly cuUivatod, 
dotted here and thero with trees. 

Tho timothy hero was -iy, and 5 feet 
high, now potatoes small and watery, 
onions well advanced, peas in blossom, 
turnips and cabbages growing large aud 
healthy. Mr. Bates has a saw and grist 
mill here run by steam, soils boards at 
S'i'j per thousand feet; grinds Hour for 
toll, I believe, returns O.jlti por 100 liis, 
wheat or purchase, grain at I'-J to iJ cents 
per lb according to quality. Tho* alti- 
uide here is 231)0 feet above tho sea. 
Thermomoter 40 dog. below zero in win- 
ter, 100 in summer. Cattle «re often fro- 
zen; several wero soen with short stum] y 
tails wliieli 1 was told was from being 
fro.-l Ijitteii. 

.^Mr. Hunter and i\Ir. llamm'uid wero 
away al I ilay and returned at night; day 
passed in cxondsos. 

Tuesday, July It. — Waiting for the 
I>Rck train. 

Wednesday, July 11). — Pack train ar- 
rived at 10 o'clock this dale, met here to- 
day tho veritable Mr. Barker of Cariboo 
fame from whom tho town of Barkerville 
is named. Uncle Billy alTorded much 
amusoniGnt to every body in his merry 
situation. 

Thursday, July 10.— Left the hotel and 
slept in our camp last night, shifted the 
camp to the upper ond of Williams Lake; 
reached the camping ground at .T o'clock 
li) miles from Bates'. Trout lishing very 
good, 5 or 6 dozen ^tront caught by the 
party, we were joined by Mr. Cambie to- 
day. 

Friday, July 17. — Oommpncod to chain 
this m ruing; |ran ofT 80 b ( 50 chains 
from tile inuial point on this ranch. Mag- 
uiro drove down our first jjost. Mr. 
Hunter, Mr. Cambio, and Mr. Hammond, 
a irveyors were present. It began to rain 
heavily, wo crossed tho creeJt chain in 
hand. 1 broke my walch crystal and 
diiniageil tho watch badly; our camp was 
removed up to Pinchle dc Creek Li miles 
from our work. 

Saturday, July 18. — Our work is on the 
left bank of tho qreek and our camp ou 
the right, conseqliently wo will have for 
the future to cross aud rocroBs to camp. 
This morning wo rode 3i-^ miles, walked 
the balance of the distance and conimeno- 
od to chain; we worked all day until 5 
o'clock p. m.; all hands rocrossed the 
crook, roachod our camp at C o'clock just 
one hour descending and oacending and 
crossing the oreek. Buck nearly fell oil' 
into the water; quite an excitement to get 
home first; made lOi oh dup, total. 

Sunday, July 19. — Wasned up dirty 
clothes and idled tho balance of this da3'; 
i'. is '20.5 m los ,from Pinchbeck to Yah ; 
wrote letter to Yictoria, the day passed 
pleasantly; weather lino. 

Monday, July 20th.— -At work all day ; 
left tho Qump at T] o'clock; H5 ohaiua, to- 
tal. 

I Tuesday, July 21.— At tho chains all

Wednesday, July 22 — Heavy worli. 
Thursday, July 23. — Chained up to :!7:; 
( hains. Our eauip has been moveil twice

F.hbm-ts and myself j 
chained down tin; pnclpico ;'.7."i fi e: ; it 
was awful. El'.berts, liie for a periml of 
ton miuntos was in jeopardy ; I could (Uily 
reach him abraiich of a piiietidJ.lo eUilcli 
as the rocks rolled down past liim. 

Sunday, July 20. wrote ft letter to 
\'ictoria ; washed ii]) clothes ; some of tlie 
party were busy washing gidd, prospi-ct- 
ing it is called; got colors in every [iiui, 
but it is very I'lno indeed. Tho sluice 
boxcM of an old mining camp are still in 
exisleiic.i li-'re; ipiicksilver wouhl he 
niueh wanted lo collect this gohl. 

Monday, July 27.- C imp ( rossod the 
FrasiM' Kii'or; 50 aiiiiiials swam over.

Wo iiaviMdiainial u)) hlO chains at liiO 
fi:el, each, count ing from tlu^ comniencc- 
iiieiil, not iiudiidiiig' tho Iriani^uhir sur- 
vey of Ihe croisiiig of the l''ras;er Ui\er, 
or changes of route conseipient ujion 
errors as to height of grade; the ilowors 
are abundant, but all very common, nearly 
Iho same over tho wdiole connlrv, wild 
suiillowers, wild cactus in elustt-rs very 
prickly; has beautiful llowers. ii^is now in 
full bloom, a specis of wild giuaniuiii 
a handsome little llowcr.

not thint it good. Among tho trees are 
the black spruce, fir. bajsam, pine, two 
kinds— one kind with a dark black bark 
long piuatcd leaves and twisting liaibs. 
This I suppose to be I'^'e pmus contorla; 
tho other is a largo troo same kind of 
loaves but a largo cono, aud the bark 
smooth aud red, the spruce is a much finer 
timber (rich white). Cottonwood soma 
of these poplars are very large and have 
a coarso bark upon them resembling the 
oak v, bile otiicrs aro as smooth as ti 
polished table. It is very good firewood 
and tho .small trees are most excellent for 
tent poles and pins. Willows of various 
kinds, one kind from- tho fine tra- 
cery of its leaves might bo termed a 
weeping willow, but although tho leaves 
are 3 and 4 inches in length and very 
pointed, yet tho limbs do not droop; thia 
willow 1 saw on tho banks of tho Eraser. 
\\'ild raspborrios largo, ripe and very lu- 
cious aro abundant at the Bupposed 
bridge. '
